In this memorandum “Northwest India” Is taken to 
consist of Uttar Pradesh, Haryana, the Punjab, Himachal 
Pradesh, Delhi, Chandigarh, Rajasthan and Gujarat, 

3. Data 

The relevant data for the present season are : — 

1. December Rainfall at Port Blair was in moder- 
ate defect, 

2. Ludhiana Temperature — Tmeperature was nor- 
mal in December. 

3. Asheville Temperature— Temperature was slight- 
ly below normal in October. 

4. Precipitation in November at Srinagar was in 
moderate defect, 

4. Conclusion 

Out of the four factors which are used for forecast- 
ing ■winter precipitation in northwest India, this year, 
Srinagar precfptation is moderately favourable, Port 
Blair rain is slightly favourable, Ludhiana temperature 
is indifferent while Asheville temperature is very un- 
favourable. The combined rainfall and snowfall in 
Northwest India during the period January to March 
1973 is likely to be normal.
